.Chicago, AUK. 24.—The permanent 


Injunction sought by Western railways 
against the Inter-state commerce com- 
mission In the famous Missouri river 
rate case was granted here today by 
Judges Grosscup, Baker and Kohlsaat 
of the United States circuit court. 


Judge Grosscup delivered the opinion 


of the court. Judge Kohlsaat concur- 
ring, while Judge Baker delivered a 
dissenting opinion. 


'The commission, thus defeated, in Its 


first attempt to bring about what is 
alleged to be a new system or princi- 
ple of rate making, will it Is'asserted 
carry the case to the supremo court of 
th'e United States. The parties who pe- 
titioned for the injunction were the 
Chicago, Rock Island and Pacific rail- 
road company, the Chicago Burlington 
& Qulncy railroad company, the Chi- 
cago Milwaukee S-.

The Question Raised. 


"The question raised" said

ment of justice and of the bureau of 
corporations. 


Such an arrangement would make of 


the Inter-state commerce commission 
practically a judicial body with pow- 
ers limited to an examination Into th« 
reasonableness of freight rates.

If the production 


of a commodity is under one control, 
commerce in that commodity is under 
the same control, 
but unfortunately 


production is held not to be within the 
commerce clause of the federal consti- 
tution, and so combinations to engross 
production may be effected, because 
the general government cannot prevent 
them, and the states in which they are 
located will not. But something can 
be done under the taxing power. 


Federal Tax on Corporations. 


Mr. Lehmann then referred to the 


significance of the federal tax on cor- 
porations.

Springs. Colo.. Aug. 24.— 


The fortieth annual national conven- 
tion 
of 
Insurance 
commissioners 


opened In this city today with 350 
delegates, representing practically all 
of the states. In attendance. 


President Benjamin f. Crouse. of 


Maryland. Introduced Governor John 
F. Shafroth. of Colorado.. who deliv- 
ered the address of welcome, which 
was responded to by Hon. Fred W. 
Potter, of Illinois, vice president of 
the corwentlon. 


The feature of the session was the 


adresses of President Crouse. who sal<j 
In part: 


"The Insurance business should un- 


^doubtedly bear Its fair and proper 
share of governmental expenses, but 
should not be burdened with heavy 
and excessive taxes simply because it 
oan be done by hiding and covering 
them up In the premiums paid by pol- 
icy holders or by reducing dividends 
which otherwise would be largely In- 
creased.

Congressman Fowler Tears 


Into the Speaker With 


Blood in His Eye. 


New York. Aus. 24.—Conspiracy and 


putrid preferences 
are among the 


charges made against Joseph G; Can- 
non, 
speaker of the national house of 


representatives. In an open letter writ- 
ten to the speaker by Representative 
Charles N. Fowler, of Elizabeth, N. J. 
The writer accuses 
Mr. Cannon of 


plotting with Senator Nelson \V. Aid- 
rich, of Khodf Island, to control all Im- 
portant national legislation and of de- 
feating both tariff and currency re- 
form. 


For several', years the New Jersey 


congressman was chairman of 
the 


house committee on banking and cur- 
rency. At the close of the recent spe- 
cial session Speaker Cannon declined 
to roappoint Mr. Kowk-r to that Im- 
portant chairmanship. Such 'action is 
almost unprecedented. 


Despairing of securing what he be- 


lieves Is necessary legislation for the 
reform of the currency and banking 
la\Y» of the country as long as the 
house Is under thn control of tho pres- 
ent rules so Interpreted by Speaker 
Cannon. Mr. Fowler announced himself 
a candidate for speaker at the opening 
of the special session. 


Ho explains that he did this, not in 


the expectation of being elected, but 
solely for 
the 
purpose of bringing 


squarely before the people the Issue 
of genuine currency and banking re- 
form as distinguished from the legis- 
lative program on that question agreed 
to by AldrlcU and Cannon. This con- 
duct made Mr. Fowler an "insurgent" 
In tho eyes of "Uncle Joe." 


. Says Malice, is Mainspring. 


Referring: to his course in that re- 


spect, Representative Fowler says In 
his letter to the speaker: 


"Do you suppose, sir, that I did .not 


appreciate fully tho probable conse- 
quence of my act when I undertook to 
play my part In securing this reform? 
Do you suppose that I was not aware 
of your ignorance, prejudice, Inordi- 
nate conceit, favoritism, putrid prefer- 
ences and that, like all such characters 
possessing absolute power, malice Is 
the mainspring^ of your every action 
under such circumstances?" 


After reciting from the official rec- 


ords tho speaker's support of unsound1 
money measures In congress up to the 
present time, Mr. Fowler reminded Mr. 
Cannon of the latter's opposition to 
remedial legislation proposed by the 
New Jersey man to avert the panic 
of 1907. He reminds him of how he 
was pleaded with to permit considera- 
tion of tho bill prepared by Fowler 
with the assistance of fifteen of the 
.greatest bankers In the country, and 
recites this: 


"You

panic and inquired: 
'What in h—I 


does this howling in Wall street 
amount to?

" New world records will doubtless be 
made, undreamed of feats may be per- 
formed before the end of the week, but 
Df-greater--importance is the assem- 
bling at one point of all these masters 
of the air in order that the world may 
understand more clearly what advance- 
ment has been made in'human flight. 


The list of entries is little less than 


a-list of all the men who have achieved 
notable results with flying machines. 
Most of them have been on the ground 
for a week or more getting their ma.- 
' chines warmed up for the final strug- 
gle, and" already the old cathedral city- 
is unable to find shelter for the large 
number of strangers who have arrived 
to witness, the interesting events. 


There are to be seven distinct con- 


tests for which large cash prizes and 
trophies have been offered by the city 
of Rheims and various business in- 
terests, but the event in which avia- 
tors and- the world generally is most 
keenly interested is the race for the 
international aviation 
trophy, which 


will take place Saturday, August 28. 


World Championship at Stake. 


This is to be a speed contest, the 


trophy to go to the aviator who cov- 
ers twenty .kilometres (about twelve 
and a half miles) in the shortest time. 
The course is a closed circuit of ten 
kilometres and each competitor will fly 
' twice around, starting and stopping at 
a given point.

Good weather alone is now necessary 


to make the great tournament the most 
interesting sporting event of modern 
times. The race course—or aerodome, 
as it is called in aeronautic parlance— 
is situated on the Betheny plains, in 
the outskirts of Rheims, and is set in 
a landscape of rare beauty. 


Rheims is the center of the cham- 


pagne country, and o'n'all sides are the 
green slopes of vine clad hills, in many 
places crowned with strong forts built 
generations ago. Rheims itself, with 
its famous cathedral, for historic in- 
terest is' one of the most famous cities 
in France, and was a town of much 
importance even under the Romans. 
There are still many imposing Roman 
monuments to be seen in the city anc 
its suburbs, the most important one 
being the Porte de Mars, a triple gate- 
way, or triumphal arch, erected soon 
after the beginning of the Christian 
era.

city signals will be hoisted on lofty 
towers to inform the public about the 
weather conditions at the aerodrome. 
A certain signal will indicate good, 
weather and immediate flights; an-' 
other will show that all contest^ are 
off until a certain time, and still an- 
other will inform the public-that con- 
ditions are uncertain. 


The aerodrome proper is 2.750 yards 


wide and extends 4,125 yards on one 
side and 1,650 on the other, making a 
circuit of about U.OOO yards, or six 
and one-fifth miles. The four angles 
of the course are marked by tall der- 
ricks, while the preat Krand stands 
rise in tiers on a point overlooking 
the entire field. The private boxes In 
the grand stands have all been sold, 
many of them bringing from J50 to 
5300 for the week. 
Near the grand 


stands is a large enclosure capable of 
accommodating 50.000 persons, and the 
admission to this space is one franc. 


Xot far from the grand stands and 


in full view of them arc the long rows 
of sheds, in which the various flying 
machines are housed. A little to one 
side are the huge tents for the dirig- 
ible balloons, and In another part of 
the ground are the tonts and facilities 
for inflating the spherical balloons. 
Many of the aeroplane sheds have 
been equipped with small' machine 
shop? and living quarters, with sleep-

part was the Grand Prix de la Cham- 
pagne and de la Ville de Rheims, 
which took place Monday. 


According to a recent announcement 


of the Aero Club -of Prance, all con- 
testants at' the,'Rheims meeting will 
be allowed at- the same time to com- 
pete for the Michelin distance prize, 
of J4.000, which was last winter "won 
by Mr. Wilbur "Wright in a flight of 
76.3S miles. 
This is a prize to be 


given annually for eight years to the 
aviator making the greatest distance 
during the year. 


While neither of the Wright brothers 


will actually participate in contests, at 
least five of their machines are there, 
operated by their pupils or persons 
who have recently purchased 
them. 


One of the most interesting features of 
the meeting, especially to experts, will 
be the rivalry among the various types 
of bi-planes. 
The machines of this 


type are the Wright, Voisln and Her- 
ring-Curtiss. and each has to Its credit 
some very excellent records. 


Until the monoplane type of flying 


machine, under the guidance of MM. 
Eleriot and Latham, began making no- 
table records for speed and distance, 
less than two months ago. the Wright 
bi-plane was regarded as far superior 
to any other model of heavier than air 
machine ever built. 
'Almost simul- 


taneously with the appearance of the 
monoplane the Herrlng-Curtiss aero- 
plane began 
making notable flights 


near New York and several aviators 
began crowding the world records of 
the Wrights. In machines of the Voisin 
model, one very good flight being made 
in an old aeroplane formerly used by 
Mr. Henry Farman. 


These 
performances inspired 
very 


lively interest among buildars and ex- 
perts, and now all of these machines 
and 'the record making pilots are to 
come together on the Rheims course to 
settle the question of supremacy. No 
doubt most of the devotees are giving 
odds on the monoplanes, 
so .far as 


speed is concerned. M. Blerlot's cross- 
channel flight and flights prior to that 
clearly indicate that his type of ma- 
chine is capable o£ flying faster than 
any bi-planes have flown, but .results 
may be different at Rheims.

ence.

maintained when running by circula- 
tion of water around the cylinders 
The great quantity of water neces 
sary for a long flight adds consider- 
ably to the weight. 


Mr. Henry Farman, -who has en- 


tered two machines, will use two wide- 
ly differing types of motor. On one 
machine he will have a four cylinder 
Viinus, and on the other an original 
seven cylinder rotary engine, known as 
the Gnome. 
In this, instead of the 


cylinders being stationary and the 
crankshaft revolving under the im- 
pulse of the explosions on the piston 
heads, the cylinders revolve and the 
main shaft is motionless. 


Robert Esnault Pelterie, who has en- 


tered three of his monoplanes, -has ' 
equipped them with his seven cylinder, 
all cooled engine, the cylinders beins' 
mounted on the upper half of a-circu- 
lar crank case. 


M. Jean Gobron, who has entered a 


Voisin biplane, will use an ordinary 
eight cylinder Gobron motor, specially 
designed for aviation work. • It is wa- . 
ter cooled and develops fifty horso 
power. 


The Wright biplanes, five of which -' 


have been entered in tlie various con-! 
tests, will all have the Wright motor, j 
built by the Ohio men in their Day- ' 
ton shop. When Wilbur Wright first! 
appeared in France with his flying ma-1 
chine, more'than a year ago, experts! 
discovered much to amuse them - In] 
the crude appearance of the motor.' 
When Mr. Wright began flying, how-! 
ever, the motor worked quite as'well] 
as the more artistic models of the' 
European builders and the brothers 
declare they have as yet found no mo- 
tor that suited them better than their 
own. It is a simple four cylinder, wa- 
ter cooled engine, having a few dis- 
tinctive features, such as the use of; 
direct injection of the fuel in place of 
a carburetor, together with automa- 
tic inlet valves. 


Mr. Glen H. Curtiss. America's rep- 


resentative, is using an eight cylinder, 
air cooled motor, -built In the Curtiss 
motor works at Hammondsport,, N. T. 
It is a more, powerful engine than Mr. 
Curtiss has ever before employed in 
his aeroplanes and it was his expec- 
tation that it would'give him a speed 
of lifty miles an hour or better. 
It 


was his original intention, to take a 
four cylinder Curtiss engine, such as 
he used In flights at Mineola, but af- 
ter hearing of the great speed devel- 
oped by the French monoplanes he de- 
cided that the more powerful engine 
was necessary.

Food Experts. 


Denver. Col.. Aug. 24.—Food experts 


Irom every section of" the country, in- 
cluding Secretary of Agriculture James 
Wilson. Chief Chemist H. W. Wiley 
and representatives 
of 
the United 


States 
dairy 
commission and 
the 


bureau of animal industry, were pres- 
ent at the opening today of the thir- 
teenth annual convention of the asso- 
ciation of state and national food and 
dairy departments. 


Before the convention adjourns next 


Friday it is expected a definite plan for 
a more drastic enforcement of pure 
food regulations throughout the coun- 
try will have heen drafted. In his an- 
nual address President J. Q. Emery 
scored the use of benzoate of soda 
as a food preservative and vigorously, 
opposed the 
finding 
of 
the referee 


hoard 
appointed 
during 
President 


Roosevelt's administration that the 
preservative was 
not 
harmful. 
He 


pointed to Secretary Wilson as having 
i i-commended to the president that the 
finding of the board be not relnvestl- 
f;utfed. although a committee of the as- 
sociation applied for a reconsideration 
of tho subject. 


That benzoate is harmful In what- 


ever form it Is used, whether In soda- 
water or In pickles was the emphatic 
conclusion of the speaker.

Recommending a breaking, away 


from the federal pure food laws as not 
meeting, the necessities of tho indi- 
vidual states. Mr. Emery urged a wide 
breach between the state commission- 
ers and Secretary Wilson. He favored 
the submission to each state legisla- 
ture the "Model" pure food law as pro- 
posed by Dr. E. F. Ladd, state food 
commissioner of North Dakota.

sooner had these vleWs been expressed 
than a dozen other speakers contended 
that a breaking away from the federal 
IIIWH would result In ti chaotic multi- 
plicity of Btate laws all out or har- 
mony with one another.

We pointed out the fol- 
lowing objections to benzoate of soda:

cal preservatives: that it permits the 
use of unfit materials In food; that it 
encourages unsanitary practices and 
encourages substitution for refrigera-

drug which is harmful to the public 
health. 


"In view of this position we ap- 


pealed to President Roosevelt to ap- 
point another commission to- investi- 
gate the findings of the Remsen board. 
This request was referred by President 
Roosevelt to Secretary Wilson, who 
reported back to the president against 
granting that request. 


"However, we hope at this conven- 


tion to have Dr. Remsen end three 
other members of h!s board express 
their views on the subject and give 
their reason?." 


Mr. Emery then enumerated some 


adulterations which he said were com- 
mon under lax laws. 
Among these 


glucose made to look itkc honey; Jelly 
made out of apple cores and skins; 
sausage made from unlit meat arti- 
ficially colored; artificial eggs; coffee 
beans made of rye paste. 
To abolish 


these impurities tho speaker said, the 
state should take the initiative and 
favored the Ladd "model" state law as 
preferable to the federal Inter-state 
commerce pure food laws.

Food Experts.

teenth annual convention of the asso- 
ciation of state and national food and 
dairy departments. 


P.eforc the convention adjourns next 


Friday it is expected a definite plan for 
a more drastic enforcement of pure 
food regulations throughout the coun- 
try will have been drafted. In his an- 
nual address President J. Q. Emery 
scored the use of benzoate of soda 
as a food preservative and viRorously. 
opposed the 
finding 
oC the referee 


hoard 
appointed 
during 
President 


Roosevelt's administration that 
the 


preservative was 
not 
harmful. 
He 


pointed to Secretary Wilson as having 
.(^commended to the president that the 
flnc'lnsr of the board bo not k-elnvesti- 
trutfcd. although a committee of the as- 
soul.-itlon applied for a reconsideration 
of the subject. 


That benzoate is harmful in what- 


ever form it is used, whether in soda- 
water or in pickles was the emphatic 
conclusion of the speaker.

Recommending a breaking 
away 


from tho federal pure food laws as not 
meeting, the necessities of the indi- 
vidual states, Mr. Emery urged a wide 
breach between the state commission- 
ers nnd Secretary Wilson. He favored 
tho submission to each state legisla- 
ture the "Model" pure food law as pro- 
posed by Dr. E. P. Ladd. state food 
commissioner of North Dakota. 
No 


sooner had these vleWa been expressed 
than a dozen other speakers contended 
that a breaking away from the federal 
lawH would result in a chaotic multi- 
plicity of state laws all out or har- 
mony with one another. 


It was determined that the whole 


subject should be threshed out and re 
ported upon by a special committee. 


Discusses Benzoate of Soda. 


In 
discussing ben2oato 
of soda 


which as a preservative for food for 
human consumption; hash been held 
by some experts to be harmful and by 
others to be harmless;-J. Q.'Emery' of 
Madison, WIs.,. president of the 'as- 
sociation in his annual address 
re- 


viewed the efforts made at Washing- 
ton to have, the federal government 
frown upon the use of the preserva- 
tive. 
,... . . 


After 
experienced 
chemists 
had 


shown that-benzoate ot.soda as used 
in many of the common food products 
was harmful, he said the"referee board 
headed by Dr. Ira Remsen, of Balti- 
more, Md., conducted a series of ex- 
periments, with . the result that the 
federal government was informed that 
the preservative 
was not 
harmful. 


"This, board, conducted experiments 
upon a limited number- of healthy 
young men with, what they called 
small doses of benzoate of soda added 
to foods for .two months and with what 
they called large doses for one month," 
sold President' Emery. 
"We realized 


that if the finding of this board was 
accepted by the government a crisis 
had been reached in our efforts to 
purify food. We pointed out the fol- 
lowing objections to benzoate of soda: 
That it is harmful, that physicians 
usually banish It from their homes: 
that it is unnecessary, since food* 
properly prepared do not ne«-d chemi- 
cal preservatives; that It permits the 
use of unfit materials in food: that it 
encourages unsanitary practices and 
encourages substitution for refrlge-a- 
tlon and sterilization: that its use 
sends out 
through 
the 
dairymen, 


butcher, soda dispenser and grocer a 
drug which is harmful to the public 
health. 


"In view of this position we ap- 


pealed to President Roosevelt to ap- 
point another commission to- investi- 
gate the findings of the Remeen board. 
This request was referred by President 
Roosevelt to Secretary Wilson who 
reporte-J back to the president against 
granting that request. 


"However, we hope at this conven- 


tion to have Dr. Remsen and three 
other members of h!g board express 
their views on the subject and give 
their reasons." 


Sir. Emery then enumerated some 


adulterations which he said were com- 
mon under lax laws. Among these 
glucose made to look like honey: Jelly 
made out of apple cores and skins- 
sausage made from unlit meat arti- 
ficially colored: artificial egss; coffee 
beans made of rye paste. To abolish 
these Impurities the speaker said the 
state should take the initiative and 
favored the Ladd "model" state law as 
preferable to the federal Inter-state 
commerce pure food laws.
